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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

In claim 17, "the frangible web of the tear strip has an upstanding connected ... 
stacking shoulder" is not supported in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Christensson (5,219,087). 

Christensson discloses, in figs. 7 and 8, a closure comprising a base member 3, 
a flap 4 joined to the base at a hinge line, a tear strip 8' formed on an edge of the 
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base member opposite the hinge line and connected to the base member by a 
frangible web 10', the tear strip hinging about the frangible web to a position the 
front edge of the flap, and at least one plastic weld 24 for connecting the 
overlying edge of the tear strip to the flap to provide a tamper evident feature. 
The base member has a peripheral shoulder for providing a stacking ledge, and 
wherein the tear strip has a profile which is shouldered to provide a stacking rim 
(see fig. 13). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 15-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 14 has been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Christensson does not teach a flag being joined to a base 
member at a hinge line. However, that is not found convincing because 
Christensson discloses, in figs. 7, 8, 11 and 12, a flag (cover 4) being joined to a 
base 3 by a hinge line 5. Applicant argues that the element 4 in the Christensson 
is a cover element and not a flag; however, the flag in the present of the claimed 
invention is actually a cover and why the cap in the Christensson cannot be 
considered as a flap? Applicant further argues that hinges 5 in the Christensson 
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are distinctly separate element; however, a hinge line being a continuous hinge 
line or not a distinctly separate elements is not required by the claim.
